When introducing the Bill the Minister in Charge staled that 
the necessity for a separate Council for homoeopathic medicine 
was strongly urged before Government and thatGovernment 
There was also a demand for it made by some members of the 
decided to provide for a separate Council for that medicine. 
Assembly . We have accordingly provided for three Councils , 
and a third for indigenous medicine. Instead of dealing with 
matters pertaining to these three Councils in separate Chapters, 
we have provided for all the Councils in one Chapter, namely 
Chapter II and have proposed to ouit the Chapter relating to 
indigenous medicine and also Schedule II: Consequential and 
incidental changes wherever necessary have also been made.

We have redrafted clause 3 to provide for the establishment 
; and constitution of three Councils, one for modern medicine, 

another for homoeopathic medicine and a third for indigenous 
medicine. The Council of Modern Medicine will consist of pine 
members, the Council of HomoeopathicMedicine will consist of 
five members and the Council of Indigenous Medicine will consist 
of eleven meinbers. In the case of the Council of Indigenous 
Xedicine, we feel that representation should be given to the 
Madhava Ayurveda College ,Ernakulain and also to the ayurvedie 
grant- in -aid vaidyans. Accordiogly we have made suitable provi 
kion in clause 3. We have also proposed that the Surgeon 
General shall be ex -officio member of the Council ofModern 
Medicine.

Wehave made it clear that on resignation, the president and 
the vice-president vacate office .

We are of the opinion that, for administrative convenience, 
the power to appoint a Registrar should vest with the Guvern . 
ment and that the powers of the Council to punislı the Registrar 
should be made specific .

We are of the opinion that the qualifying period for enabling 
a practitioner to get himself registered should be reduced to five 
years and that this should be proved by the applicant to the 
satisfaction of the appropriate council. We are further of the 
opinion that hereafter no person who does not hold a recognised 
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qualification should be allowed to be registered and that there 
fore the provision for holding exaininations to confer B class re . 
gistration should be omitted . Wehave accordingly proposed the 
necessary changes in clause 23.
